Mayor lirfiinnn called the meeting

isfaction uiili reganl to the city, 
Imllding two viaduct* across certain 
streets on the North Hide, and he 
wanted a fnv discussion ot thesuli- 
tvt Ix-fnre anythlngfurtlierwas ilt-ne 
in the matter. 


At a former tvccting all who were 


lireM-nteapn-sseil themselvesr.a l»eins 
ill favor of the city building these 
viaducts, and rm word of diss«-ut wa* 
io.inl anywhere. Kince then, how- 
ever, theSoo company ha.* discon- 
ttuutil tlie running of a local train 
'or n time, and this act on thtir part 
ed to the UiVf with :i few that the 
mil mad company wa* not going tn 
fnllil its part of the contract, and 
tliat the money exi>t-ndeil for the via- 
luct.* would bring no returns to the 
city.

Some 
mothers on the i»!and are known to 
have doae away with as many as ten 
of their children in this manner. Pigs. 
on the other hand, are greatly pam- 
pered. They are stuflYd like capons 
with bread-f ruh dough, and are s!augh- 
tered at festivals. Weapons made for- 
midable by the attachment of sharks' 
teeth are used by the native*, while 
small Instrument* of a similar descrip- 
tion have been customarily employed 
for torturing1 and cutting up prisoners 
of war.

CLIMATE. 


Northern Wisconsin is noted for Its 


nealtiiy climate, llany sections of the 
l:trt;d States have particular diseases 
natural to tha locality — rheumatism. 
fever and ague, hay fever, consump- 
tion. Onelda county ha,» nous of 
these-, and is a peculiarly healthy re- 
gion. It Is cold ift winter— about the 
raiae temperature as at St. Paul— V-t 
the air Is dry aaJ bracing, and there 
rre no hl;h wind*. la the summer it 
Is leldcrn so hot as to cause discom- 
fort. There ara not, on an average. 
more than three or four nights In a 
cummer when a man cannot 
sleep

covering. 


Vhis cool and even summer tempera- 
ture has an Important bearing on but- 
ler and che«se making in the county. 


RAINFALL. 


Thero Is no I tea more important to 


the fanner than the rainfall. Oneida 
county Is most fortunate In this re- 
pard. Tha rainfall hai been recorded 
by tho United Staie-s Government 
through this section now for over ten 
years. The average precipitation 
Is 


about tte rame a< the average of the 
state, bat it Is mu:h better distribut- 
ed for the crei cf the farrcsr than the 


Ttcre Is no lime rlone within a nun- | 


dred miles of the county and the only ! 
rock Is the primeval granite. It Is to 
the 
underlying granite that the nu- 


merous lakes are due. The water Is 
unab!e to escape by cnderground wa- 
ter courses, is It does wfcere the sur- 
face Is cnderlald with rand stone and 
lime ttone. 
Open wells 
averaging 


about twenty feet In djpth afford an 
abundant stnply cf pure, soft water, 
but on the majority of the farms In 
lhe> county, cattlo will havo accen to 
lakes or running streams. 


RAILROADS. 


Oneida 
county is unusually fortu- 


nate in Its railroad facilities. There 
are but few counties In Wisconsin all 
parts of which aro so accessible to a 
railroad station. The extrcma north- 
western part cf the county !.« twenty 
ralles 
from a railroad station, but 


raore thin cne-hilf of the county Is 
•wlthla less than eight miles of a rail- 
road station. The C, II. & St. P. and 
two lines of the C. t N. W. cross the 
county north and south, and the "Soo" 
line crosses it east and west. In ad- 
dition, there are 
three Important 


branch lines In the county. The Onei- 
ila county firmer has a short haul to 
his shipping point. He has the bene- 
fit cf railroad competition, and he has 
his choice cf markets, east, west or 
south. Oneida county relies on her 
railroad facilities. We invite compar- 
isons with ether sections In this re- 
spect, acd predict that this county 
will distance all other parts of North- 
ern Wisconsin In rapidity of develop- 
ment on this account. 


CITIES AND VILLAGES. 


Oneida county contains several vil- 


lages of from one hundred to 700 or 
SOO population, and Rhinelander, the 
county scat. Is a growing city of 5,000 
populition. 
These villages arc all 


railroad terras, and, of course, afford 
post offices and trading facilities for 
settlers In the vicinity, as do similar 
villages In old settled communities. 
They also offer work, at good wages. 
to the settler w*oo needs to piece out 
what hlj faro produces the first two 
or three years by a few months' work 
off tta firm. Uhlnelander Is located 
at tte Junction of the "Soo" railroad 
and

Ashland division of

Northwestern road. It Is the supply 
point for the logging business of the 
eastern half of tte county. 
So far 


Rhinelinder has afforded a horns mar- 
ket fcr all the farm products in Its 
vicinity except potatoes. 
Potatoes 


have been shipped quite extensively 
frora the county for the past 
two 


years. For all other products the tome 
market will not be oversupplied for 
some years to come, and so long as 
this home market Is not oversupplled, 
and hay, feed, vegetables and dairy 
products tave to be shipped In. prices 
will, of course, rule higher than In 
Southern Wisconsin. This advantage 
Is. of course, only temporary, but It 
will last several years yet, and It Is 
during the first two cr three years. 
while te is getting his start, that the 
tettler needs all tte help circumstan- 
ces can give him. 


Rhinelinder is a thriving town, cm- 


ploying a large amount cf labor, at 
prices higher thaa 
prevail further 


south, and many settlers who are not 
located too far frora the city work la 
Its mills and factories part of the year.

SOIL. 


The greater part cf Oncida county 


has a soil, the equal in productive- 
ness of any in Wisconsin. There are 
Eomo poor lands in every section of 
country, and Oneida county is co ex- 
ception to this rule. There are ocea- 
tlonal stretches of pine barrens,—land 
covered with a 
scanty growth of 


stunted Jick pine 
and 
sweet fem. 


And there are occasional stony stretch- 
es, often covered with hoavy timber. 
The Intending 
settler will have no 


trouble In avoiding such land. In an 
older country it would be cultivated, 
and would be worth more thaa the 
best land here, but where the best land 
Is so cheap, there U no danger of the 
settler taking anything but the best, 
As has been said, the soil, as a whole. 
is a sandy loam running to clay la 
the hardirood lands. This roll Is very 
productive, as the reader will see from 
the rtatemenls in the letters in this 
article, and the lighter soils have an 
advantage 
over the heavy clay soil 


found further north, where the coun- 
try slopes down to Lake Superior. A 
certain amount of warmth and light- 
ness In the soil fits It for earlier work- 
Ing In the spring, and brings the crop 
to earlier maturity. There is no part 
of Northern Wisconsin where farmers 
have been more uniformly successful 
than In Oneida County, and we believe 
it Is proved.that the soil Is the best 
possible for the locality. 
We have 


spoken of the swamps. Many of thesa 
can be easily drained. Som* of them 
have been burned over by forest fires 
so often that the spruce and tamarack, 
which once covered them hivj entirely 
disappeared, and they stretch 
for a 


mile or more, a level meadow. The 
soil of these swamps is a peaty muck, 
several feet In depth. Just what can 
be done with these swamps I] a prob- 
lem that Is rapidly being solved. They 
make rich meadow and pasture lands 
at a small expense.

We must judge the soil here by 


WHAT THE ONEIDA COUNTY FARM- 


ER RAISES. 


It has been well caid In this regard 


that anything which can be raised In 
Wisconsin can ba raised 
In Oneida 


county. Wheat, and especially winter 
wheat, for snow comes early tere, and 
rarely goes off before tpria?. rye, 
which grows unusually well for the 
isme reason, oats, barley, all th» grass- 
es, and the small fruits, which grow 
wild Ia great 
profusion, where fires 


have run over the land.—all th,e-se do 
well here. Fine specimens of the hardy 
varieties of apples, grown ia the east- 
ern part of Oneida county, were exhib- 
ited at tte county fair In 1SJJ. No lo- 
cality can make a better snowing for 
vegetables and root crops. 
Potatoes 


are a staple crop, and are the only 
crop the supply of which already ex- 
ceeds the home demand. For the suc- 
cess of the potato crop ia Oneida coun- 
ty we refer to the farmers' letters In 
this article, and to the following clip- 
ping from the Handbook on Northern 
Wisconsin, Issued by the State Board 
of Immigration:

These fre- 
quent frosts la the small clearings of 
the settlers have led to thi conclusion 
In many cases that corn caa never be 
grown on their lands. Investigations 
ihaw that where large area] have been 
cleared from the forests, frosts are less 
frequent. 
Old settlers now living In

ties

down by the Angtist frosts, and that 


b^Iief was qiite current in those 


times ttat these counties could never 
become corn-prowins sections. Corn Is 
now ripened In these counties with as 
much assurance cf ripening as in Illi- 
nois.** 


But while It Is adapted to all varie- 


ties of farming. Oneida cornty will f-e 
principally a dairying and stock rais- 
ing section. Its special fitness for this 
lies In its abundant water and its sum- 
mer and fall rains. We have already 
rpoken of the water, the beautiful clear 
water lakes so numerous that nearly 
every farmer will have one, and the 
streams of running water. Every stock 
raiser will appreciate the value cf this 
water. The even distribution cf the 
rainfall and the absence- of the hot. dry 
weather in the late 
summer which 


dries up tte pastures farther south. 
keeps the grass prowing and the. pas- 
tures fresh till late in the fall, and 
the cool, even weather 
through the 


summer makes the milk mcrj valuable. 


Professor Henry. In the Handbook o* 


Northern Wisconsin, speaks of the 
dairying industry as follotrs. and there 
Is co part of that section to which 
his remarks apply better than to Oaei- 
da county: 


"After careful study of all the con- 


ditions prevailing in Northern Wiscon- 
sin, the writer of this article is firmly 
'^pressed with the belief that 
this 


will some day bocome one of tte great 
dairy regions of America, if only the 
people will bond their energies la tho 
right direction, and concentrate their 
efforts cpon the production cf hish 
grade dairy products. Let us look care- 
fully into the 
requisites of a true 


dairy country, and 
see if Northern 


Wisconsin meets the demand. 


First of all. there Is that prime req- 


uisite for fine better and cheese, name- 
ly, an ample supply cf pure, cold wa- 
ter, everywhere accessible. Northern 
Wisconsin Is unexcelled by any region 
in the great abundance of pure, cold 
water In her thousands cf lake?, her 
many rivers, brooks and springs: la- 
deed, the water supply will meet the 
requirements of the most exacting In 
Its 
quantity, prevalence, purity and 


coolness. 


The second requisite Is an atunJ- 


ance of wholesome stock foods, in good 
variety, for summer and winter feed- 
ing. Ia summer time the «lairy rattls 
of Northern Wisconsin will fed in its 
pastures the finest of grasses and clo- 
ver*, for the cropping. Red and whits 
clover flourish, and timothy and bins 
grass pastures are as prevalent as any- 
where farther south. The pasture sea- 
ron for cattle ls not so long la the far 
north by about a month as In the ex- 
treme southern part of the state, but 
whila they last, these pasture-a are not 
excelled by those In any other part 
of our country, as we have ascertained 
by careful, close study of the turf of 
thii region. FCT winter fora;e. tte 
dairyman can provide an abundance of 
fodder com. clover and timothy tay. 
pea straw, oat tay. root crops and sil- 
age from corn and clover. ThU gives 
him a list of coarso forage equal la 
variety and quality to that possessed 
by dairymen farther south ia the state.

produce enormous amounts cf cheese. 
which for quality cannot te equalled 
by that raa<!e farther south. Tte most 
nutritious of grasses, the coolest ot wa- 
ters and tie temperate sun of summer 
are all necessary for the production 
of milk which shall po to make cheese 
carrying the purest Carers, and north-; 
ern Wisconsin has all of these In a 
marked degree. This adaptation to the 
production of fine chee»e is a heritage 
to this region frora which It caa nevec 
be parted. It Is as valuable to our 
new north as are the gold mites to 
Colorado or the coal beds to Pennsyl- 
vania, and when Northern Wisconsin 
lhall have been occupied by aa intelli- 
gent people, and its cheese Industry 
properly developed, there will millions 
of dollars flow into this se-ction each 
year from the sales cf this one line cf 
dairy products. 


DRAWBACKS IN DAIRYING. 


"We have already referred to the al- 


leged diCculty of dairying due to the 
shortness of the pasture season, and 
thown that this objection Is really not 
a serious one. The winters of North- 
ern Wisconsin are long and co!d. but 
they caa be overcome or made to work 
to serious harm if the dairyman will 
only make use of the natural opportu- 
nities about him. Every dairyman 
rncst see that his cattle are housed In 
warm, stables, wtlch are well lighted 
and thoroughly ventilated, and tte pi- 
oneer of llml'.e-d means need net allow 
his cows to suffer any more thaa thote 
of tls well-to-do competitors. At the 
north legs caa te cut la the woods, 
which cost him nothing, and from 
these, convenient and very comforta- 
ble stables caa be built at aa Insig- 
nificant cost aside from labor."

The tim- 
ber oa the land can be sold standing 
and very often !j £o told.—so much 
per thousand feet for tte logs and so 
much per cord for tfce wood, to thil 
in making prices on ths land it Is Ci? 
cred es worth so nr.ch per forty with- 
out tha timber, and then tte value of 
tte timber, the stumpjge, as It Is call- 
ed.

It Is trui that there are a 
good many frame farra houses la the 
county, and a ftw of them are as large 
and expensive as will be found ia the 
older settled communities. I!ut the 
majority of our settlers have log build- 
Inpj. Lumber Is as cheap la Oneida 
county as it. any place in the United 
States, and the settler who has three 
or fuur hundred dollars to put Into a 
house can have a frame house if he 
waatJ one. but log buildings are so 
cheap and so comfortable, that most 
settlers who have money enough, to 
build a frame house: prefer to put it 
Into 
clearings and stoci. and those 


wh have not th.e money are well con- 
tented with log luil-lir.gs. 
There is 


no warmer buIUing than a well built 
leg house, and when hewi-d smooth en 
the Inside and th? ;rcvic«i plastered 
neatly Cush with tte hewed surfaces, 
it is as neat a wall as any housewife 
could ask. 


llany settlers, probably three quar- 


ters of tho=3 now In the county, built 
th«!r first house? only one story high 
and with half windows. Such a hause 
does not cost, exclusive of labor, much 
over twenty-Sve doll-irs. Rut cnleas 
the settler Is very short of money and 
has to figure very closely. It Is prcb- 
ably better for him to build, a largsr 
and better house at once. We believe

As an offset for all the difficulties 


and discouragements of home building 
in the wools, tte settler should note 
that there are scrme points strongly ia 
his favor even in the beginning. First 
of all he is sure of a comfortable house 
lo live In. since one can be Eeccre-d at , 
aa insignificant cost for all cf the ma- 
terials required; second, he has about 
him an abundance of fuel to keep him 
warm during the cold winters. Again, 
there Is the best cf water in abu'ndanca 
for hi* own use and tte rainfall Is so 
abundant tad generally so well dis- 
tributed through the growing season 
that he tas no mere to fear 
from 


drought than do farmers In the other 
eastern states. The farms In northern 
Wisconsin will always be small, and 
this means neighbors near at hand as 
scon as the country Is somewtat set- 
tled, and with the Influx of settlers 
comes good svlnols, churctea and oth- 
er community advantages. When Cg- 
crlng out tow slow must to the pro- 
gress in making a Cne firm out of the 
wooded districts, the settler must take 
into arrount all of ttese advantages, 
which are not premised to him who 
settles In prairie regions still offering 
lands at abont the same priee as onrs.

It must be 
plainly caderstcol that whoever sur- 
refds la farming at the north without 
money la the beginning must be pos- 
sessed of tte other capital, a sound 
bralthy body and a willingness to do 
hard, manual labor and cioch ot it 
rcrapled with pluck and determiaatloa.

piny will see lhat he gets It. The 
fifty dollars will build him a small 
house and move him Into It, and he 
will have a few dollars left to live oa 
catll pay-day, for the settler starting 
on so small capital 
must 
work for 


wages a considerable part of the time. 
He riu?t have something to live 03 un- 
til he gets a. clearing made and begins 
to raise a cropi. He should come here 
In the spring so as to have a good gar- 
den and good potato patch tha firil 
summer. They will be half of his liv- 
ing. 
He will find all the work he 


wants at good wages. He will grad- 
ually get his land cleared and get some 
stock. In a few years he will ba com 
fortably situated with no need to work 
off his own land, and he can se« his 
property growing Ia value every year 
The writer was told a short time ago 
by Mr. I>. McDonald, a 
lumberman 


who lived in Wausau miny years, oi 
a German who came to 
Wausau In 


1SSJ, with a wife and two small chil- 
dren and less than 1ZQ. He purchased 
on time a piece of land tea miles ou 
In the woods, with co road cear it 
Hiring a man with a. yoke of cattle. In 
three or four days a log house was 
built. Tha sottler then 
made tw< 


trips on foot with his wife from Wau 
tan to his homt^ carrying blankets 
dishes, a sack ot Cour and a few othei 
provisions, and, most Important of all 
some garden se-eda and half a bushel of 
potato eyes.

r,rlg!nally entered by tha people la 
»nr<h of lumber and the single pur- 
pose of parties taking them np frota 
the government was to get ths Umber 
{rowing thereon. 


It naturally follows, that when the 


timber was cut cS aad removed, the 
purpose for which tha lands were or . 
Inally purchased was arrotnpllihed; 
and the owners being lumbermen and 
not tillers of the toil, abandoned the

• In this way, and for this reason a 
large quantity of these lands, /roc 
whl<h the pine timber has been re-i 
moved, have reverted to the coanty. 


About two yean ago,

Hoard appointed a Commission to take 
charge of these lands, and to di;pos« 
of the same for the 
beneat of the 


county at their discretion.
